S I R, 

H EARING that fbme Foreigners enquired 
for Obfervations of the Ecliples of ''Jupiter’s 
Satellite, I have fent what I had of that Sort: 
They are indeed but few thefe two laft Years, on 
account of my Ablence during part of the Time 
for Oblervation, and alio on account of the fmall 
Arc Jupiter has lately made above our Horizon. 
TheTelefcope I made ufe of is the fame as formerly, 
having a thirteen Foot ObjedLGlafs, with an A- 
perture of two Inches and four Tenths, and an 
Eye-Glals of two Inches and an half Focus. By 
apparent Time, at Southwick, near Oundle in Nor¬ 
thamptonshire , Longitude Weft from London , 
oo Deg.
